Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2, 4-7, 9-13, and 50-60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses creating collared option financial hedge products enable 
multiple customers to pool their assets into a single product. However, the prior arts of 
record fail to teach, singly or in combination, allocating the collected demand for said 
collared option hedge product amongst at least some of the plurality of potential 
customers; and storing the allocated demand on said computer; wherein the demand 
includes, for each of the plurality of potential customers, a quantity of stock of each 
potential customer for investing in a pool in connection with said collared option hedge 
product; and employing the couple value, if the demand for collared option hedge 
product exceeds the maximum quantity of stock accommodated by product, allocating 
the availability of the collared option hedge product in accordance with a predetermined 
plan.
